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Problems of Hawaiian 
Department Outlined

Commanding Hawaiian Department. 
(THE problems of the Hawaiian Depart- 

ment are, for the most part, the 
problems of the Army as a whole. There 
is the usual difficulty of insufficient per- 
sonnel with the resultant interference 
with training; a lack of sufficient bar- 
racks and quarters to house in any ade- 
quate manner a considerable number of 
the officers and men stationed in Hawaii; 
and an inability, arising largely from 
a lack of funds, to carry out training 
and projects deemed highly desirable. 

Housing Progress Made. 

Because of the interest taken by mem- 
bers of Congress, by the Secretary of 
War, by the Chief of Staff and by the 
War Department, considerable progress 
is being made in some respects in im- 
proving housing and other conditions 
in the Hawaiian Department. The Air 
Corps is being provided with more up- 
to-date planes and with badly needed fa- 
cilities under the five-year program. 
Hospital facilities at Schofield Barracks 
have been expanded during the past 
year and additional construction is now 
under way. Quarters for « Ticers and 
for nurses at Schofield are under con- 
struction. It is hoped that funds will 
be made available in 1930 for the quar- 
ters for officers and non-commissioned 
officers and for the barracks and other 
construction at Schofield Barracks and 
elsewhere authorized by the Seventieth 
Congress. An inspection by the Secre- 
tary of War and recent visits by sev- 
eral members of Congress have re-em- 
phasized the more pressing needs of 
the department. 

The presence of the United States Bat- 
tle Fleet in Hawaiian waters from April 
28 to June 16, 1928, was the occasion 
for a limited number of joint exercises of 
especial interest and value to the Ha- 
waiian Department, Those exercises, 
made possible by the generous spirit of 
cooperation on the part of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the United States 
Fleet, the Commander-in-Chief of the 
United States Battle Fleet, and the Com- 
mandant of the 14th Naval District, em- 
phasized anew the importance of and 
need by the local Army garrison of joint 
operations between Army and Navy. It 
is hoped that further opportunities for 
similar operation and training can be 
found. 

Cooperate With Army. 

The representatives in the Territory 
of Hawaii of the various other Federal 
departments, commissions, and agencies 
show an intelligent appreciation of and 
lively interest in military problems of 
the Islands and are willing to extend to 
the Army whatever cooperation is pos- 
sible, 

The Governor of the Territory and the 
various territorial and municipal offi- 
cials, by their interest in the defenses 
of the Hawaiian Islands and their spirit 
of cooperation, are decidedly helpful in 
solving many of the problems of the 
Army in the Hawaiian Department. 

: The interest of the local community 
in the problems of national defense is 
manifested, among other ways, by the 
Support and encouragement generally 
given the Hawaiian National Guard, and 
in the devotion to duty shown by the of- 
ficers and men of National Guard units; 
by the growth of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps in the Hawaiian Department, and 
by the efforts made by these officers, by 
pursuing correspondence school courses 
and by taking such active duty train- 
ing as is ayailable, in further qualifying 
themselves for their responsibilities; and

Service Personnel | Infantry Officers to 


Can Vote If Qualified 


JHILE a large proportion of the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps per- 
sonnel are “voteless” due to the exigen- 
cies of the Services, there are a con- 
siderable number of officers and men en- 
titled to vote in the coming election. 
In response to a request by the Army 
and Navy Journal for comment on the 
subject, Maj. Gen. John A. Hull, U. S. 
A., The Judge Advocate General of the 
Army, stated: 

“There ‘s no regulation in the Army 
regarding the voting privilege of the 
personnel, but it is generally understood 
that officers and men maintaining legal 
residence in their home States, can vote 
if the State laws allow them to cast 
their ballots.” 

State Laws Main Factor. 

Those States, whose laws allow Serv- 
ice personnel to vote, have absentee reg- 
istration and voting which enable their 
residents serving in other parts of the 
country or world to cast their ballots. 
Officers and men maintaining residence 
in New York State, for example, are 
entitled to vote by mail if they regis- 
tered a few weeks ago. 

The Navy and Marine Corps personnel, 
by the nature of their duties are less 
likely to be in a position to vote, with- 
out sufficient provision, Captain F, B. 
Freyer, U. S. N., The Acting Judge Ad- 
vocate General of the Navy, pointed out. 
He declared, however, that if they main- 
tained residence in their home States 
and the State law permits, there is noth- 
ing in the Naval Regulations to prevent 
their participating in an election to the 
extent of voting.

U. S. Observes Navy Day. 
NAvY Day, which is being observed 
~ by a nationwide celebration today, 
the anniversary of the birth of the late 
Theodore Roosevelt. Roosevelt’s birthday 
was selected because of his deep under- 
standing and vigorous advocacy of a 
sound naval policy for the United States. 
Navy Day has been proclaimed by ex- 
ecutive proclamation in many States and 
in others the observance was called to 
the attention of the public by statements 
made by the Governors. Appropriate 
ceremonies are being carried out through- 
out the country and wherever Navy 
vessels are stationed. The day is spon- 
sored by practically all of the veterans 


and patriotic organizations of the 
country. 
‘The press, the radio and the motion pic- 


tures are all uniting in presenting thoughts 
of the Navy to the public. Secretary of the 
Navy Wilbur is ‘the guest of honor and 
the principal speaker at the Navy Day ob- 
servance in Providence, R. I. He is also 
taking part in the exercises at the Charles- 
ton Navy ¥ard in Boston. Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy, T. Douglas Robinson 
is visiting New Bedford; Admiral Hugh 
todman, who commanded the American 
battleships that joined with the British 
Grand Fieet during the War spoke at Co- 
lumbus, O., on the evening of Oct. 26 and 
will speak in Cincinnati today. Rear Ad- 
miral W. T. Cluverius, Commandant of the 
Portsmouth Navy Yard, Norfolk, Va., is 
making an address at New Orleans and 
Rear Adm. T. T. Craven, Commandant of 
the Ninth Naval District, is speaking at 
Indianapolis. 

Naval vessels and shore stations and 
those of the United States Coast Guard 
are open to the public for inspection, and 
ships of the Army, Navy and the Merchant 
Marine have “dressed ship” in honer of 
the occasion. 

Following the precedent of former years, 
the Secretary of the Navy is sending grect- 
ings by radio to American merchantmen

No Parley Result of 
Franco-British Action

ELATED publication by the British 


Government of the document giving 
ali the details of the ill-fated Franco- 
British compromise that led to the abor- 
tive attempt to force the United States 
into another limitation of naval arma- 
ment parley with the “cards stacked 
against her,” seems to have left but one 
reaction in official Washington; that any 
further attempts to reach an agreement 
at this time are futile and that the prob- 
abilities are the whole matter will be al- 
lowed to rest until the 1931 aftermath 
of the Washington Conference. 

Hints of further proposals from Lon- 
don, carried in press dispatches, are re- 
ceived coldly in official circles. Such 
proposals are foredoomed to failure un- 
less they foreshadow a complete change 
of front on the part of the British gov- 
ernment and in the light of all that has 
happened in the negotiations it seems 
futile to expect this. 

British Supremacy Sought. 

Differing in phraseology, each sugges- 
tion that has emanated from London 
has been basically the same and each 
would bring the same yvesult, the per- 
petuation of British supremacy on the 
seas. In this respect this last proposal 
does not differ from its predecessors, 
having merely the added weight of the 
French agreement behind it. 

The text of the agreement, which is 
brief, is in toto the version printed in 
the Oct. 13 issue of the Army and Navy 
Journal as made public by the sensa- 
tional Hearst “scoop” through its Paris 
correspondent. 

The official White Paper, published on 
Oct. 22, is a long document of 45 pages 
and gives the full history of the agree- 
ment and the incidents leading up to it, 
Persistent refusal of the British govern- 
ment to make public the text of the 
agreement, naturally led to speculation 
as to “secret clauses” and resulted in a 
wave of editorial criticism even in the 
British press of the “bungling diplo- 
macy” responsible for the situation. 

Explanation Dubious. 

As forecast however, the agreement 
seems to have been reached by the re- 
luctant recognition by the British of the 
French views on Army Reserves in trade 
for the French accord on naval limita- 
tion. An unconvincing’ explanation is 
made by Lord Cushendun, acting Fore 
eign Minister, who stated that vublica- 
tion was withheld for fear oth r governe 
ments might consider that an attempt 
was being made to force their hand. 

Lord Cushendun in a despaicn made 
public yesterday said in part: “It is dif- 
ficult to see ho-y we can ever maintain 
good relations all around it friendliness 
with one nation is always assumed +o be 
hostility to another,” * * We shall 
not ~elax our efforts, but it is not easy to 
see what we can do if whenever we man- 
age to come to arn agreement with any 
power on this complex question we are 
to be denounced as furtive conspirators 
or hopeless blunderers for not having 
achieved more.” 

Following his statemert Winston 
Churchill, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
also defendec. the Britis: view, stating: 
“When there is nothing of any serious 
consequence to make public it is very 
difficult to make it public. 

“Having deferred to await their replies 
we lid not think it right to n.ove from 
that vosition through the criticism or 
clamor of certain sections of the press. 
When, however, the whcle thing is laid 
bare they are disappointed to find there 
is nething ir. it.”

Pay Plans Cause Comment. 

Sentiment in both the Army and 
Navy for joint action to revise the 
present pay situation in the Services ap- 
pears to be increasing. According to un- 
official comments by numerous Army and 
Navy officers, the members of the Serv- 
ices in and around Washington cognizant 
of the legislative situation, believe joint 
action would be received with more 
favor “on the Hill.” 

Navy officers arc enthusiastic concern- 
ing the recommendations of the Navy 
Pay Board but a number of them feel 
that if the Navy presents its report to 
Congress and the Army does nothing, 
the reaction at the Capitol will be to de- 
lay remedying the Navy situation until 
the Army is heard from. 

The sentiment of many Army officers 
is to the effect that there are certain in- 
consistencies in the matter of Army pay 
which are just as keenly felt by that 
Service as by the Navy. They declare 
that the War Department should be in 
a position to present recommendations 
for the military establishment in this re- 
spect rather than wait until Congress 
takes up the matter of Navy pay and 
thus retard the whole solution. The sug- 
gestion made by the Army and Navy 
Journal that a Board be convened to 
study Army pay has met with apparent 
approval. 

Until the return of Secretary of War 
Davis and Maj. Gen. C. P. Summerall, 
U. S. A., Chief of Staff, no action in the 
Department is likely. Whether the Secre- 
tary will take any steps to convene a 
Board on his return is problematical. 
There is apparently an inclination on the 
part of War Department authorities to 
wait and see what happens to the Navy’s 
suggestions.

but was disqualified as a voter in Rap- 
pahannock County by Attorney General 
J. R. Saunders on the grounds that he 
did not pay taxes in the State. Mrs. 
Barnett owns valuable property in Vir- 
ginia and spends much time at her 
country home there, but according to the 
Virginia laws General Barnett is held 
to be a resident of Washington, D. C. 
Another thing the statutes provide is 
that no person belonging to the Army 
and Navy shall be elected to or hold 
any office or appointment in any Ter- 
ritory, except officers of Army on the 
retired list. This is one of the “dis- 
abilities” concerning Navy officers which 
pending promotion legislation seeks to 
remove. 

Disabled veterans are also coming into 
the limelight as to the ability to vote on 
account of not having a legal residence 
in the State of New York. One hundred 
and twenty-nine veterans living at the 
United States Hospital at Tupper Lake 
were denied the right to register for the 
coming election under a decision handed 
down by the Judge of Franklin County. 

About 300 disabled World War veter- 
ans in the United States Veterans Hos- 
pital at Castle Point, N. Y., are held not 
to have established a legal residence 
there and have been refused the right | 
of voting. 

National Guard and Reserve officers’ 
right to vote has never been questioned. 
However their qualification as electors, 
it was pointed out in the Army and Navy 
Journal a few weeks ago, were discussed 
in a ruling by the War Department 
which declared that Reserve Officers held 
offices of “profit and trust” under the 
provisions of the Constitution. This rul- 
ing, which is considered by many au- 
thorities to apply only when Reserve of- 
ficers are on active duty, states: 

“The Officers Reserves Corps is a part of 
the Army of the United States. The Of- 
ficers therein are appointed and commis- 
sioned by the President. They are required 
to take the oath of office prescribed by 
Section 1757-Revised Statutes. They may 
be ordered to active duty and thus become 
subject to the lawful orders of their mili- 
tary superiors. The office they occupy is 
established by an Act of Congress. In con- 
sequence it appears that a member of the 
Officrs Reserv. Corps holds an office of 
trust or profit under the United States in 
the Constitutional sense, and therefore is 
an officer of the United States within the 
meaning of the Constitution.”

“It seems to be 
cover actual cost of subsistence and quarters, but it is apparent that this most im- 
portant factor, is not taken into consideration at all. If an effort would be mide to 
devise a scale which would cover the actual cost of subsistence and quarters in the 
various localities where there are men stationed for duty, and use this as a guide in 
fixing the rates, the inequalities existing at present would, to a great extent be re- 
moved. It is manifestly unfair to expect a man to live on the same allowances in 
Chicago, New York, and other large cities, where the cost of living is high, as those 
who are more fortunately situated in this respect; and in fairness to all concerned a 
systematic scale of allowances should be devised with the object of equalizing the 
rates on an actual cost basis, depending upon the various factors which should be 
considered in each locality.” 


PERFECTING AMMUNITION FOR 1929 PERRY MATCHES. 
PRELIMINARY work in perfecting an ammunition to be used at the Camp Perry 
matches next year is being carried on by Major W. L. Clay, U. S. A., Recorder 
of the Army Ordnance Board, in order to formulate a report for that Board to work 
on when it meets on November 13. 

Maj. Clay has had 14 lots of ammunition manufactured according to his specifi- 
cations to be used in different tests. Tests are to be made of the ammunition in 
both machine-loaded and hand-loaded guns and in both fixed and non-fixed rests with 
a “hangfire” machine for timing it. 

Samples of the different lots will be sent to Quantico, Va., and Fort Benning, Ga., 
where they will be tested by expert riflemen of. the Marine Corps and the Infantry. 
The ammunition will not be marked so that different lots may not be identified by 
those testing it, in order that the comparative results obtained will be gotten under 
the best conditions. 





PHARMACEUTICAL CORPS PROPOSED FOR ARMY. 
‘REATION of a Pharmaceutical Corps of the Army, as a distinct branch of the 
military establishment, will be proposed in legislation to be introduced at the 
next session of Congress according to a statement made by Representative Kelly 
(Republican) of Pittsburgh. 

“There is no such organization in the military service at this time,” Mr. Kelly said, 
“and action by Congress creating such a corps would meet one of the pressing needs 
of the organization of the Army. Trained pharmacists have no opportunity to enter 
the service on a basis in accord with their qualifications.” 

Officers of the Army Medical Corps did not comment on the proposal except to 
state that the Medical Corps is not connected with this proposal and it came through 
no suggestion of the Corps.

EQUALIZATION of retirement rights of retired disabled Emergency officers of 
the World War, former Regular Army officers of the Worl War, and disabled 
officers of the Spanish-American War, is expected to come up before Congress, for 
| consideration in the form of an amendment to the recent Disabled Emergency Of- 
| ficers’ Act to include the Regulars and Spanish War veterans within the provisions 
for retirement in the highest rank held during the wars. It has been estimated un- 
officially that such amendment would give rights to retirement in highest grade to 
not over 1,000 additional officers. Probably about 500 disabled Regular Army offi- 
cers of the World War and about 150 disabled officers of the Spanish-American War 
would be affected, it has been estimated. It would be no more than just, the vet- 
erans maintain, to include them in the World War Emergency Officers’ Act. In this 
connection it is pointed out that disabled Navy and Marine Corps officers have also 
been given retirement with full emergency rank.

Aviation Pilots 

The opinion was expressed that records 
ef the Bureau show that out of all candi- 
dates in the fleet for training at Pensacola, 
only about 10 per cent of the applications 
are received in the Bureau, and out of this 
number of applications, approximately, but 
one in ten satisfactorily completes the 
course at Pensacola, This is generally rec- 
ognized as an impossible situation, for at 
that rate the required legal quota of 30 
per cent aviation pilots to naval aviators 
would be practically impossible of attain- 
ment. 

It is the general opinion that many volun- 
teers for aviation training fail to receive 
favorable action upon their requests from 
their commanding officers for one of the 
following reasons: 

(a) Their applications were not for- 
warded for the reason that commanding 
officers did not consider that their services 
could be spared without immediate relief; 
or 

(b) The requirements 
physical examination are too strict, 

Tho Bureau is now considering— 

(a) Sending men from training stations 
direct to San Diego and Hampton Roads 
for the elimination course. 

(b) That those who are eliminated, but 
who are recommended for further training, 
be sent to the fleet for something less than 
a year, then to Pensacola; or 

(c) Send them to the general utilities 
school at Great Lakes, then to the fleet 
for about six months, and then to Pensa- 
cola for final trial; or 

(d) Send them direct to Pensacola from 
the elimination test, then to the Saratoga 
and Lexington, and after a suitable time, 
to give them their aviation pilot ratings. 

Asiatic Draft 

Tt has been the policy of the Bureau to 
maintain enlisted personnel in the Asiatic 
Fleet at full complement. In furthering 
this policy, the Bureau has endeavored to 
give preference to men who desire duty in 
that Fleet. Regardless of how the neces- 
sary men are detailed, it is realized that the 
Fleet must provide a large number, and 
therefore must suffer to some extent in 
the loss of experienced men. In order to 
improve this condition as much as possible 
it will be the policy in the future to call 
for uniform quota well in advance, and dis- 
tributed in accordance with the numbers of 
personnel in the Battle Fleet, Scouting 
Fleet, and Control Force. In addition, re- 
eruiting officers have been informed that 
men on the demand list who volunteer for 
Asiatic duty will be sent direct to the re- 
eeiving ship, San Francisco, for this pur- 
pose. It is believed that Asiatic demand 
from now on will present no great diffi- 
culties, and the Bureau will in a reasonably 
short time be able to bring up the station 
from a shortage to a point about 5 per 
eent in excess of allowance. 

Engineer Ratings 

The matter of engineering ratings was 
diseussed at the conference, and there was 
unanimity of opinion that third class rat- 
ings in the engineering branch should be 
abolished, and the number of firemen, first 
class, increased accordingly, also, that all 
men now in the third class ratings should 
be rated second class as rapidly as pos- 
sible, and that firemen, first class, should 
be given a specialty mark. 

Aviation Transfers Ashore and Afloat 

About two years ago, the policy of trans- 
ferring men, ashore and afloat, during June 
and July, was promulgated. It has been 
found that this policy results in too radical 
changes in assignment. It has therefore 
been decided to revert to the general policy 
prevailing with respect to all enlisted men 
which is, the transfer of chief petty officers, 
ashore and afloat, about July, and other 
ratings throughout the year, as required 
to meet sea and shore requirements. 

General 

Many other personnel problems were dis- 
cussed and will be given further considera- 
tion. A most important one of these is 
appertaining to the status of 16 and 20-year 
men. Legislation is now being prepared 
which will make all enlistments or exten- 
sion of enlistments as contracts that are 
fully binding. regardless as to whether a 
man has completed 16 years; provided that, 
if a man so desires that when he has less 
than two years to serve, to complete either 
16 or 20 years, he may extend his enlist- 
ment to the time necessary to give him 
the exact 16 or 20 years. Thus, at the end 
of this contract, a man either goes into 
the Reserve, or extends his enlistment, or 
re-enlistment, but whatever the . contract 
ealls for, he must fulfill. If, in order to 
get the $200 gratuity, a man extends for 
two years or more, such extension requir- 
ing him to serve somewhat beyond 16 years, 
the contract is nevertheless binding and 
must be carried out, Legislation along this 
line will undoubtedly simplify the adminis- 
tration of the 16 and 20-year reserve.

THE ARMY SALUTES. 


Editor Army and Navy Journal: : 
MORE POWER to the Navy! Having 

found that their present system of pay 
needs revising they are slowly but, I hope, 
surely bringing about adjustments and 
without apologies to anyone. We of the 
Army are in the same predicament, but, so 
far as I can learn, no steps are being taken 
to remedy matters. Is it due to careless- 
ness, indifference, or helplessness? What- 
ever it is, we should snap out of it and get 
busy. 

Serving at a regimental post, I find that 
all officers, without exception, are dissatis- 
fied with the present pay. Practically all 
officers are in debt, and the few who are 
not either have an outside income or mar- 
ried one. My twenty odd years of commis- 
sioned service have cost me $15,000 over and 
above my pay with no clearing of skies 
ahead to look forward to. 

Here are a few financial facts to be ob- 
served at this post which appears to have 
personnel of average financial resources and 
ability: 

1. In uniforms and clothing for our fam- 
ilies we are struggling to follow the pace set 
by the nearby metropolitan policemen. We 
don’t stack up with the standards existing 
before the World War. 

2. There are but two families who can 
afford cooks or servants of any kind. 

8. There is but slight contact with the 
people in the vicinity, due mainly to the in- 
ability to finance social affairs they are ac- 
customed to, We feel that we can’t accept 
their well-meant invitations. 

4. There are but two officers of the post 
who feel they can afford to belong to a de- 
lightful country club just off the reserva- 
tion where the dues are nominal and the 
golf course excellent. 

5. Yes, most of us own cars, which we 
generously donate to the demands of offi- 
cial business. I may be wrong, but it seems 
to me that tasks are allotted officers all 
over the Army with the idea that a private 
car will be used to help in the accomplish- 
ment of the task. 

One Major General has stated that we 
think too much about pay and promotion. 
When I reach his grade I may cease my 
howling, but that grade is the only one in 
which the pay is adequate, and I’m not at 
all sure about that. 

If our pay system is proper and adequate 
then let us wish the Navy good luck and 
stop yapping about our troubles, but, on the 
other hand, even if I am only 50 per cent 
right, it is time that we quickly put our 
financial affairs in shape.

FOR RETIRED OFFICER PROMOTION. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

N connection with the present discussion 

of legislation, I wish to say a few words 
in favor of the bill introduced last winter 
providing for the promotion of retired offi- 
cers of the Army to the emergency grades 
which they held during the war. The failure 
to pass this bill works an injustice on the 
regular officer in that the disabled emer- 
gency officer is now granted retirement at 
his full emergency grade, while the disabled 
regular was discharged from his emergency 
rank before retirement, and holds only his 
regular rank. 

Let us consider a particular case: A en- 
listed in the Army, was commissioned be- 
fore the war, advanced to a regular cap- 
taincy, and was commissioned major U. S. 
Army. When his retirement was recom- 
mended on account of disability he was 
immediately discharged as major and was 
later retired as captain. B, a National 
Guard officer, had a little less service in the 
National Guard than A had in the Army, a 
little less commissioned service, and a little 
less service as a major. A and B went to 
hospital at very nearly the same time, with 
similar disabilities. B can now be placed 
on the retired list as a major, though A is 
only a captain. 

The following statements are, I believe, 
correct, and show a condition that savors 
strongly of discrimination: (1) Disabled 
Navy and Marine officers were retired with 
full emergency rank at a time when in- 
creased rank meant increased pay. (2) Dis- 
abled Emergency Army officers are retired 
with full emergency rank, and in addition 


drew a bonus which was not granted to 
regulars. (3) Disabled Regular Army offi- 
cers received only retirement at regular 


rank. 

The passage of this bill would entail but 
slight expense, as increase of rank will make 
no change in pay for most of the few hun- 
dred officers affected. It will, however, be 
a source of satisfaction to the retired offi- 
cers of the Regular Army to know that our 
services are considered no less valuable 
than those of other officers who served in 
the war.

Foreign Military-Naval News 


London (Special).—Reports received 
here from Singapore state that British 
Malaya newspapers and taxpayers are 
protesting against the British plan to 
establish new nayal base facilities there, 
for which it is stated approximately 20 
per cent of the revenues of the colony 
would be taken in paying for the new 
defenses. According to the president of 
the Singapore Chamber of Commerce: 

“An uneasy feeling is held that the 
colony is being made to pay for the con- 
struction of the naval base and there is 
a feeling that our resources and pros- 
perity are being made the pawn of the 
game of imperial policy.” 

Paris, Oct. 23 (Special)..—Thirty-one 
combatant vessels are scheduled to be 
commissioned by the French Navy dur- 
ing 1929. Seventeen of them will be sub- 
marines, all of which will be capable of 
making long sea voyages. 


Under the provisions of successive build- 
ing programs adopted since January, 1920, 
plans were made for 164 new vessels, the 
last of which was ozdered for delivery 
before the end of 1932. The 1929 quota is 
larger than the other annual deliveries, 
but is not regarded as abnormal. 

It is proposed to place in active com- 
mission two cruisers of 10,000 tons each, 
the Suffren and the Colbert; six scouts or 
flotilla leaders, the Lion, Bison, Guepard, 
Vauban, Verdun and Valmy; six destroyers, 
the Basque, Bordelais, Fougeux, Forban, 
Foudroyant and Frondeur; ten large ocean- 
going submarines, the Vengeur, Pascal, 
Pasteur, Poncelet, Henri Poincare, Archi- 
mede, Monge, Fresnel, Achille and Acheron; 
three submarine minelayers, the Turquoise, 
Saphir and Nautilus, and four coastal sub- 
marines, the Diane, Meduse, Arethus and 
Argonaute. 

The French naval building program, as 
is well known, places emphasis on sub- 
marines, a total of 91 being scheduled out 
of the foregoing total of 164.

THE CAUSE OF NATIONAL Defense will be promoted by Herbert Hoover; it 

will be weakened by Alfred Smith. Therefore, we call on all friends of this vitai 
need of the nation to use every bit of their influence in behalf of the election of 
the Republican standard bearer. 

The campaign, which is drawing to a close, has revealed clearly not only the 
attitude of the presidential candidates in this matter, but the extent of their 
interest in ‘and the trend of their minds with reference to it. Mr. Hoover has 
emphasized repeatedly the importance of National Defense. He has spoken in 
no uncertain terms of the value of the Army and the Navy, and his purpose to 
maintain and develop them. Probably, he is inspired by- his intimate knowledge 
of foreign relations, and the realization that war can best be avoided by effective 
preparedness. On the other hand, Mr. Smith obviously is playing for the pacifist 
vote. He said in St. Louis that if we abolished our battleships, we could with 
the money saved abolish the slums in our big cities. 


ND YET, MR. SMITH realizes there is a strong sentiment throughout the land 

in behalf of the Services. Why otherwise would he have rapped Army housing 
conditions in his Sedalia speech? He displayed a profound ignorance on that occa- 
sion; apparently he did not know that Congress, with the approval of President 
Coolidge, has appropriated twenty-five millions of dollars to replace the squalid 
quarters and barracks in which officers and their families and the soldiers existed 
for years and has authorized twenty-eight millions more for further improvement. 
We cannot refrain from giving a large amount of the credit in this connection to 
Congressman James, and with all due modesty we refer to our own part in the 
achievement of this reform. But, after all, the Republican Administration and the 
Republican majorities in the two Houses of Congress are entitled to popular ap- 
proval for what has been accomplished, and Mr. Smith was woefully misinformed 
when he attacked the G. O. P.’s record in this matter. 


i MR. SMITH LACKED knowledge of a subject which has been a cause of in- 

cessant agitation for years, how abysmal must be his ignorance of other features 
of National Defense. He has lent a credulous ear to tales regarding our operations 
in Nicaragua. Probably he does not know that a Democratic President kept Marines 
in that country. Indeed, his acquaintance with foreign relations is so slight, due 
to his concentration upon the purely political affairs of New York, that several 
years as President would be necessary for him to realize the selfish aims of other 
nations and to adopt policies which would assure protection of American interests. 
We have not heard him say whether or not he would have the United States join 
the League of Nations; whether or not he would insist upon membership in the 
World Court without the reservations made by the Senate. Is he in favor of or is 
he opposed to the cancellation of the debts due us from Europe? We dimly re- 
member a criticism of the Washington Naval Treaties, but does he want our Navy 
brought up to the 5-5-3 ratio, and will he oppose in future conferences any reduc- 
tion in our Fleet? Mr. Hoover is squarely for American equality upon the seas; 
Mr. Smith is strangely silent. 





M* HOOVER KNOWS conditions in the Army and the Navy. Mr. Smith does 

not, or if he does he has not revealed the fact. There are three matters of 
serious moment which will require the attention of the next President. The firs’. 
is the strength of each Service. The second is the removal of injustices in Army 
and Marine Corps promotion, and of equal if not greater impcrtance a revision 
of the laws governing pay. In order to assure contentment, and thus establish and 
maintain efficiency, men must have a sufficient wage to enable them to live decently 
and provide for their families in comfort, and they must have the surety that hard 
work will receive recognition in advancement. This is a principle fundamental in 
human nature and human society. Doubtless both Mr. Hoover and Mr. Smith recog- 
nize it, but the former, in addition, is aware that it is not observed in the Services 
while his opponent does not. Thus, Mr. Hoover can start with knowledge, which 
Mr. Smith would have to acquire. 
All these are the reasons why advocates of National Defense stand squarely vehind 
Mr. Hoover and are insistent upon his election. 





We CELEBRATE TODAY two events in Am-ri:an history, che anniversary of the 

irth of Theodore Roosevelt and America’s interest in its Navy. The two 
are in fact synchronous, for it was President Roosevelt who aroused the people 
to the importance of an adequate and efficient Fleet. Time has vindicated his 
policy. The World War found us with a force which acquitted itself with tradi- 
tional credit, and throughout the nation there is realization that no longer can we 
be defenseless upon the seas. In this era of disarmament talk, when each Euro- 
pean nation is seeking to gain an advantage over the other, and when there is a 
combination, Great Britain and France, formed against the United States, there 
is need of the expression of the Roosevelt spirit. Let us not forget that our safety, 
our preservation from war, lies in the observance of the Roosevelt adage: Speak

Tampa *A-N Club Host 

Tampa (Special).—Maj. Gen. Andrew 
Hero, Jr., Chief of Coast Artillery, 
U. S. A., and Brig. Gen. G. S. Simonds, 
Assistant Chief of Staff, War Plans 
Division of the War Department General 
Staff arrived from Washington Oct. 21, 
and were speakers at the Army and 
Navy Club dinner at the Tampa Ter- 
race Hotel. The dinner was served in 
the club rooms after a reception in the 
club library. Maj. P. G. Murphy, presi- 
dent of the club acted as toastmaster. 

Gen. Hero delivered a brief address on 
the organization of the Coast Artillery; 
its equipment, duties and methods. He de- 
scribed in detail the functions of the rail- 
way artilery and the recent development 
in anti-aircraft guns. He told of the ad- 
vances made in the past three years by 
anti-aircraft batteries with recently de- 
veloped guns and that they eould now fire 
three times as fast and average twice the 
percentage of hits. He declared the pri- 
mary function of the Coast Artiilery was 
to provide complete protection for the shore 
line of the country so that ships of the 
Navy and the airplanes of the Army and 
Navy could be released for attack away 
from our shores. 

Gen. Simonds spoke of the duties of 
the War Plans Division of the General 
Staff in preparing for future defense and 
told of the great reliance placed on the 
National Guard and Reserve Officers. He 
was enthusiastic in his reports of the deep 
patriotism found everywhere among the 
men interested in national defense. Gen. 
Simonds recalled the day of 1918 before 
Amiens when he was Chief of Staff of the 
Second Corps and Gen. Blanding was in 
command of one of the brigades of the 
Corps.

COURT RULES ON BULLARD CLAIM

dered from his station in China to his 
home to await orders. 

Section 12 of the Act of May 18, 1920, 
as amended, the court stated in its opin- 
ion, provides that a Navy officer shall be 
allowed the cost of transportation of his 
wife and children where he is ordered to 








make a permanent change of station. 

The court held that an officer who is 
ordered from a permanent station to his 
home to await orders is ordered to make 
& permanent change in station, and 
plaintiff was therefore given judgment 
for the amount of his claim.

A-24472. (S) Retired pay—Army. The 
acts ef May 26, 1928, 45 Stat. 774, and May 
29, 1928, 45 Stat. 996, are not retroactive 
in their application. 

& person over 45 years of — when orig- 
inally appointed to the Regular Army, re- 
tired under the Act of June 30, 1922, 42 
Stat. 722, is entitled to the rate of retired 
pay provided by such act, at 2% per centum 
for each year of commissioned service from 
10 to 20 years, and not to 4 per centum 
of active duty pay for each year of active 
commissioned service in the Army as pro- 
vided by Section 24 of the Act of June 4, 
1920, 41 Stat.

A-24655. (S) Mileage and traveling ex- 
penses—-Army—Reserve officer. For travel 
performed in August, 1928, outside the

A-245360. (8S. Quarters and Subsistence 
allowance— Enlisted men of the Marine 
Corps. Enlisted men of the Marine Corps 
are entitled to the monetary allowance au- 
thorized by section 11 of the act of June 
10, 1922, 42 Stat.

An enlisted man of the Marine Corps de- 
tailed to duty with the Republic of Haiti 
under authority of the act of June 12, 1916,

Plan Airship Hangars. 

N connection with the letting of the 

contracts for the Navy’s two six mil- 
lion eubie feet dirigibles, the Navy De- 
partment is making tentative plans for 
the construction of additional hangars, 
all dependent obviously upon authoriza- 
tion and appropriations by Congress for 
them. 

Preliminary investigations have been 
made of meterological conditions at various 
places and a study instituted of the differ- 
ent locations from a stragetic standpoint. 

The air station :. Lakehurst, N. J., will 
provide space for one of the new ships, 
it being estimated that there is sufficient 
room for it and the Los Angeles, though 
a “snug fit.” 

Interest created by the arrival of the 
Graf Zeppelin has started civie moves in 
various localities to provide airports for 
lighter-than-airships and already a num- 
ber of offers of sites have been received 
1; the department. 

While no official action has been taken 
and no decisions reached, naval aeronautical 
authorities favor first a hangar on the 
west coast and later one in the Canal Zone, 
with still another in Hawaii. It is esti- 
mated that a hangar of sufficient size to 
accommodate airships of the future of 
eight or nine million cubic feet, can be 
constructed for approximately $2,000,000 
and that a building large enough to house 
two of the six million cubie feet ships 
would cost possibly 60 per cent more. At 
present the single ship hangar is favored, 
the argument being advanced that the con- 
struction of mooring masts will make the 
larger size unnecessary. 

Better wind conditions and the compara- 
tively light snowfalls of southern sites 
are expected to have a bearing on the final 
selection. Under ordinary weather condi- 
tions, berthing of the ships in the hangars 
is necessary only for repair work and the 
comparatively small cost of the masts will 
cut down the maintenance and operations 
costs of the big ships. 

Secretary Warner is personally investi- 
gating the problem and is in receipt of 
numerous offers from various localities of 
sites. With the two new ships in commis- 
sion it will be necessary to have at least 
one more new hangar which Congress will 
be asked to provide for. One of the clauses 
in the construction contract provides that 
up to the time of the completion of the 
first ship the contract for the second can 
be voided. In the event that Congress 
should fail to make provision for one or 
more new hangars it would be necessary for 
the Navy to take advantage of this can- 
eellation clause. 





Navy Works Zep Station. 

URING the progress of the Graf 

Zeppelin from Lakehurst, N. J., to 
Chicago and other Middle Western cities 
this week, official business and weather 
reports have been transmitted to the 
Zeppelin daily through the Navy radio 
stations at Lakeburst, N. J., Arlington, 
Va., and Great Lakes, Il. 

It is expected that the Navy Depart- 
ment will again handle radio traffic to 
the airship when the return trip from 
the U.S. to Germany is made within the 
next few weeks. One of the suggested 
changes in communications which may 
be made on the return trip will be the 
rec2ption of only the regular weather 
reports, without the special service given 
the dirigible during the Germany-U. §S. 
trip. 

WARNER LAUDS MARKING DRIVE. 

Hon. Ecward P. Warner, Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy for Acronautics, 
this week commended the campaign un- 
dertaken by the Daniel Guggenheim 
Fund yor the Promotion of Acronautics, 
with the cooperation of the Post Office 
Department, to get proper air markings 
placed on the roofs of prominent build- 
ings in cities and towns throughout the 
country. He stated that Chambers of 
Commerce and other civic organizations 
should participate with enthusiasm in 
this work of getting their communities 
properly marked. 

Radio Notes. 

‘APT. S. C. HOOPER, U. S. N., Di- 

rector of Naval Communications, in 
a Naval Communication Bulletin just is- 
sued states that the necessity for main- 
taining radio transmitters on assigned 
frequencies is three-fold; (a) excellent 
communication cannot be expected with- 
out accurate frequency adjustment; (b) 
interference is liable to result from im- 
proper adjustment; (c) specific fre- 
quencies are allocated for Naval use by 
Executive Order. 





A Board to consider the subject of time 
signals was convened Oct. 10, the members 
being representatives from the Observa- 
tory, Bureau of Engineering and Director 
of Naval Communications Office.

ALUATION of railroads and its ef- 
fect on stock is discussed by G. M.-P. 

Murphy Co., in their latest Fortnightly 
Review. The Review states in part: 

With the Supreme Court of the United 
States again convening for the fall term, 
those interested in railroad securities are 
looking forward to the argument, set for 
January 2, 1929, of the valuation case of 
the St. Louis and O'Fallon Railroad. This 
test case, although involving only a very 
small carrier and one in which the public 
does not hold securities, will nevertheless 
he of tremendous significance to the for- 
tunes of the entire plant account of the 
American railroads having an estimated 
value of approximately $20,000,000,000.

The quesiion is thus one of far reaching 
significance. Upon its ultimate solution de- 
pends the earning power of practically 
every railroad in America. Doubt as to 
their actual position is probably restrain- 
ing many carriers from negotiating 
mergers Which will eventually be of great 
economic benetit It is also of the greatest 
importance that a clear cut and definitely 
final decision cquitable to all parties be 
reached, to the end that the courts of the 
United States and particularly the Supreme 
Court be not encumbered with a possible 
total of as much as 1,800 valuation cases 
toa be reviewed. 

The notable absence from the railroad 
share market in recent months of a buoy- 
ancy comparable to that in the industiral 
share market may well be due largely to 
the uncertainties of the valuation ques- 
tion. To the investor and speculator alike 
it has seemed obvious that dividend in- 
creases would be slow in coming as long 
as the railrond managements were uncer- 
tain what part of their earnings might be 
subject to the reeapture provisions and 
what the consequent drain on their cash 
resources micht he

likely to forget that at the beginning of the 
war this class of officers was compelled to 
carry « large part of the load until officers 
with less experience received the necessary 

training. 

“(b) I also believe in the principle of 
advancement of officers at prescribed pe- 
riods without regard to the numbers that 
may result in the various grades, It cer- 
tainly would be « step in the right direction 
and would long way to raise the 
morale. 

“(c) IT believe that we should encourage 
the reduction of the ‘hump’ by the follow- 
ing -neasures: 

“1. That lieutenant colonels with 26 
yenrs’ service should, if retired, be retired 
with the rank of colonel. 

“2. That officers originally appointed 
July 1, 1920, or prior to that date, should 
be permitted to retire upon their own appli- 
cation with suitable compensation based on 
the number of years of active service for 
which they are graded for pay purposes. 

“3. That the restrictions governing the 
freedom of action of retired officers in re- 
spect to their holding civil office or em- 
ployment should be removed. I believe that 
this law is simply a penalty, and contains 
neither sense nor justice. That an officer 
after reaching the age of retirement is pre- 
vented from earning a decent living for 
himself and family because of years of 
efficient service in the United States Army 
is a violation of the rights and liberties 
guaranteed every citizen under the Consti- 
tution. 

“(d) Ido not believe that the reduction 
of the ‘hump’ by enforced separations from 
the Service in order to insure the flow of 
promotion is wise. This procedure in the 
past ‘has done much to ruin the morale of 
the Army and should not be attempted 
again. I am also opposed to a board of 
officers having the authority to select offi- 
cers for retirement. I believe the present

laws are sufficient to take care of this 
matter. 
“(e) In regard to the revision of the 


promotion list I am with that class of 
officers who lost files because of promotion 
of officers originally appointed first and 
second lieutenants. With this in mind, I 
do not believe that a revision of the pro- 
motion list would help matters much and, 
therefore, I am willing to abide by any 
legislation that will insure the most good 
te the greatest number.” 

“IT am for promotion after a stated num- 
ber of years’ service in each grade, and 
*elieve that it is the only correct principle. 

“It does no injustice to any one. I am 
not for any bill that places me in an ad- 
Vantageous position if I have to be hauled 
there over the heads of equally deserving 
men who, whether it was just or not, came 
into the Service and had their position 
have others hauled over me, though that 
would be unlikely, due to my position on 
the promotion list. 

“The argument that a man should not 
feel angered if something which he was 
never entitled to is taken away from him 
is bunk. If he has been in possession since 
1920 he is clearly entitled to what he has. 
If, however, promotion on years of service 
is resorted to and that places a subordinate 
higher up on the list, he should not com- 
plain. 

“They say that promotion in that way 
would make too many of this, that, or the 
other grade. What is the difference when 
assignment of duty doesn’t consider rank? 
Second lieutenants command companies, 
and I have seen them command battalions 
temporarily. A major in the staff depart- 
ments is relieved and a first lieutenant re- 
places him, and so on down the line. 

“If a thousand units take place in an 
organization on the same day a ‘hump’ 








must be expected, and it will last to a 
greater or less degree until it is passed out 
the top, and, in this case, may be relieved 
somewhat by your -suggestions under 1 
and 2 under c. 

“Under 2. A difference should be noted 
between officers of war service and those 
appointed in 1920 from former enlisted 
men. It have 23 years’ service and friends 
of mine in the same grade coming in in 
1920 have but 10 and Il-years. It is ob- 


. Vious thal I should receive more considera- 


tion on any retirement plan than they. Any 
sentence pertaining to that should read ‘so 
many per cent for each completed year of 
service’ and not commissioned service. 

“Retired officers should be allowed to 
enter any occupation that is respectable 
and dignified at any salary they may be 
able to earn. 


“As to comparative values, I believe that 


airy efiicient officer is of equal value to 
the Government as are those who claim 
special qualification. We have to work 


every day and some night and we are doing 
what some officer has to do. There is 
nothing in any officec’s record which en- 
titles him te advancement in any but the 
regular way."

Malaria Data Given 

Rear Admiral E. R. Stitt, Chief of the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, in or- 
der to correct the impression which dis- 
patches from the Canal Zone gave which 
stated that an “alarming” number of 
Marines in Nicaragua were suffering 
from malaria, has prepared a report and 
statistics to show actual conditions there. 

The statistics reveal that the incidence 
of malaria in the Expeditionary Forces in 
Nicaragua during the calendar year 1927 
was 213 per 1,000 of personnel. The cor- 
responding rate for the year 1928 based 
upon complete reports for the months of 
January to August, inclusive was approxi- 
mately 150 per 1,000.

No Navy Parley Near 
(Continued From First Page.) 
Naval Party, Rear Adm. E. A. Taylor, 
R._N., retired, is cited as saying: “The 
principle of freedom of the seas is a ridi- 
culous proposition. Since the seventeenth 
century, when the British wrested com- 
mand of .he seas from the Dutch, there 
have been endeavors by Continental na- 
tions and later by the United States to 
wrest this power from us. Not being 
ablc to do that, there has come this sug- 
gestion of the freedom of the scas, mean- 
ing that all sea-borne traffic, whether bel- 
ligerent or reutral, should be permitted 
to carry on in war as in time of peace.” 

In view of the flat refusal of the 
American government to consider the 
proposal which admittedly would render 
the Washington Conference theory of 
equality with the British fleet invalid 
and leave our Navy hopelessly inferior, 
there appears little probability of any 
immediate developments. 

President Coolidge has made it plain 
he considers the matter a “closed inci- 
dent” and it s very apparent that the 
American government, while anxious to 
foster further limitation, will be willing 
to negotiate only on a basis that will 
insure the maintainance of the 5-5-5 
ratio and will not sacrifice the 10,000- 
ton cruisers so essential to our Fleet’s 
operations. 

Official comment in Paris threw no 
new light on the agreement, but admit 
frankly that the French receded from 
their former position, practically in line 
with th: American viewpoint, only when 
the British vielded to their demand for 


the maintainance of army reserves. 
While less »ostile than the English 
press, the newspapers of France have 


shown litt'e sympathy with the negotia- 


tions and the manner in which they 
were conducted. 
The Japanese government has con- 


curred in principle to the proposal, but 


has suggested modifications in the 
clauses dealing with the limitation of 
large cruisers and submarines. Her 


position is obviously that of being on 
the side-lines and awaiting develop- 
ments. 

While all »f the responsible naval of- 
ficers decline to discuss the recent dee 
velopments, there is tremendous satis- 
factior over the prompt and energetic 
action of the American government and 
a feeling that whatever the future 
brings about in the way of further lim- 
itation, it will on the basis of mutual 
and equal concessions.
